There now isn’t for s\ y 
honest, responsible work# Vhile private sprinting severely restricts the 33 I 0 S 
possibilities, it d^es moke information available, it is pnaMbl* to peiil it, 
end my first bo~k, In thio form, is the first on the subject. 1 believe it end 
the attention I was able to got for it really opens! tha subject.
